county's money, and I feel that it is 
no more than what is due both the 
Board and the public to give a sum- 
mary of all the years this Board has 
served in this capacity. 

They took charge of the schools in 
January 1918, after the school pro- 
gram had been run almost through. 
The teachers had been paid that year 
from $35.00 to $55.00 per month. 
The Board finished the school pro- 
gram as started, and at the end of 
the school year, July I, 1918, had aj 
, deficit, from all receipts up to that 
**LJ*E*£z date, of $147.11. 

The next year the Board started 
out by making a 10 cents levy, the 
same rate that had been levied for 
years. Out of this they paid all cur- 
rent expense, which had grown coar 
siderably in everything; built a model 
school at Currentsville, arranged ac- 
cording to the latest plans for the 
preservation of the health of the 
children; paid the rural teachers 
•from $44 to $65 per month for the 
j usual term and at the end of the 
iyear, July 1, 1919 had a surplus of 
$1,019.95. 

The next year the Board got the 
benefit of 5 cents raise, or 15 cents 
levy to meet the advanced times. Out 
of this they paid the rural teachers 
as high as $76.00 and the high school 
principals as high as $200.00 per 
month; ran all schools eight months, 
when they could get teachers; met 
all current expenses, which were at 
least three times as high as usual; 
paid, or had resources to pay on the 
Millersburg school about $19,000.00 
and could have sold this same prop- 
erty for $26,000.00 profit, a sum 
which would alone pay the Superin- 
tendent's salary for twenty-six 
years. Shouldn't the Board be com- 
mended for the deal? At the end of 
the school year, July 1, 1920, the 
Board had a surplus of $862.20. 

This school year, which began 
July 1, 1920, the Board levied a 25 
cets tax, the very least possible un- 
der the law. The resources and dis- 
bursements will be as follows for the 
year, as near as it can possibly be 
figured. The balance at the end of 
the year was $862.20, Taxes $56,250, 
state money $18,101.52, poll tax 
about $900.00, Millersburg district 
tax about $2,600.00, Millersburg 
school sold recently $3,000.00, Mil- 
lersburg patrons donation on Princi- 
pal's salary $400.00, Smith-Hughes
